Wasuineton, November 22.—The annual 
report of Superintendent of Foreign Mails 
Bell, shows an inerease in trans-Atlantic mails 
of 10.59 per cent of letters, and 12 per cent of 
other articles. Central and South American 
mails show an increase of 19.21 per cent for 
scone and 20.49 for other articles.- Mails to 
Nenezuela have increased 236 per cent. and 
tothe Central American states 36 per cent, 
The nerease is attributed to increased busi- 
ness relations, and the fact that the number of 
yeaseis sailing from the United States to 
these countries has steadily increased during 
the last five years, bears tis out. The cost

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Discrimination in Rates Charged Against 
Several Ratlronds. 

WASHINGTON, November 22.—Howard 
Page, who is connected with the management 
of the Standard Oi] company of Kentucky, 
was examined in connection with the Stan- 
dard Oil cases before the inter-state commerce 
commission, this morning. He was complain- 
ant’s witness. He stated that no drawbacks 
or rebates. of any kind were aliowed the 
Standard Oil company by railroads south of 
the Ohio, and that the rates paid are published 
rates given to everybody. Shipments were 
made in tank cars,in barrels,and in cases. The 
railroads did, and could well afford to carry oil 
in tank cars cheaper than by anyother method. 
Oil shipped in tank cars was’ never in the 
custody of the railroad except when in transit. 
Its carriage required of railroads no terminal 
facilities. Tank cars were ‘‘back loaded’’ with 
turpentine and cotton seed oil. They were 
about two thousand pounds lighter than ordi- 
nary box cars. On the other hand; oil in bar- 


rels owas. delivered at depots, stored 
by railreads like other freight, loaded 


and unloaded [by railroad men and required 
the use of railroad box cars. The average 
leakage of oil in transit in barrels was about a 
gallon a barrel. The cars were saturated with 
oiland made mere intlamable while many 
kinds of merchandise shipped therein were 
liable to damage by reason of the oilin the car. 

Box cars sent south filled with oil were more 
liable to be brought back empty than tank 
cars. 

L. H, Severance, treasurer of the Standard 
Oil company, was sworn, and produced certain 
information copied from records of the compa- 
ny respecting the capacities of tank cars of his 
company. 

J. M. Culp, general freight agent of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad company, 
was examined at great length about the opera- 
tions and rates of his company. 

jn reply to counsel] for complainant, witness 
said the only rate on oil in barrels from: Louis- 
ville to Huntsville, Ala., since April. 5, was 


twenty-nine cents per hundred pounds. No 
other rate kad been given to anybody. Coun- 


sel produced a letter, the signature of which 
witness recognized as that of a clerk in his of- 
fice, which letter was to Mr. George 
Rice, the complainant, giving the rate from 
Louisville to Huntsville at thirty-seven cents a 
hundred pounds. 

Witness explained this on the theory that 
the letter was probably written by a stenogra- 
pher, who had made error. 

Counsel thereupon produced a letter bearing 
witness’s own signature addressed to com- 
plainant, stating that the rates given to him 
were aslowas those given to any one, and 
that the company would give no other. 

Witness said that was written under the im- 

sression that the rates originally given Mr. 
Rice were correct. Coumest asked how that 
could be, since the second letter was written in 
reply to the one from complainant quoting a 
37 cent rate and asking if no betterterms could 
be given and if other shippers were not given 
more favorable rates. 

Witness replied as before, adding that he did 
not at the time know the rates, and not doubt- 
ing that they had been given correctly, he did 
not examine them. 

Witness had not concluded his testimony 
when the commission, at 5 p. m., adjourned. 


THE SOUTH CAROLINA LEGISLATURE 


It Qpens and Proceeds to Business at Once-- 
What Was Done. 

CorumsiA, 8. C., November 2?.—! Special. ] 
The general assembly of South Carolina con- 
vened in anyual session in the state ‘house at 
noon today. Both houses opened with the 
usual formalities, and immediately proceeded 
to the consideration of business. James Sim- 
ons, of Charleston, is speaker of the house of 
representatives, and W. L. Maudlin, of Green- 
ville, lieutenant-governer, president of the 
senate. Governor Richardson’s message shows 
the state’s debt to be $6,400,000. Four hun- 
dred theusand dollars of this ainount becomes 
due in July next, to meet which the governor 
recommends that a loan be negotiated for that 
amount, to be secured by state bonds, similar 
to South Carolina brown consol bonds, which 
now rank among the first in the stock ex- 
changes of the country. He thinks this loan 
would be readily taken at 4 or 44 per cent 
interest. 

Inthe house of representatives tonicht,the 
bill to repeal the agricultural lien law was, 
after aspirited debate, killed by a vote of 67 
to 36. <A bill, the object of which was to dis- 
continue appropriations for the support of the 
state militia, was also rejected by a vote of 61 
to 42. 
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EXPLOSION OF DYNAMITE. 


A Drugstore Blown Into Splinters—No Lives 
Lost. 

WILKEBARE, Pa., November 22.-—A large 
quantity of dynamite, keptin a tool box on 
one of the main streets in Hyde Park, Lack- 
awanna county, exploded this afternoon and 
caused great destruction of property. The 
drugstore of John 1. Davis was destroyed. 
Every window in the building was smashed 
andthe walls were driven in about two feet. 
Afmong other business places in the vicinity 
that suffered considerable loss, was Leed’s bak- 
ery, F. Durkin’s boot and shoe store, and 
Lackawanna county restaurant. For nearly 
two blocks buildings were considerably injured 
and a severe k was felt for miles

The dynamite was used in the construction of 
sewers, and some of it was placed upona 
heater to be kept in readiness for blasting. 
The heater consisted of a screen, under which 
was a small lamp. In some way the fire of 
the lamp was communicated to the dynamite, 
thereby causing the explosion.

About Attempts to Resuscitate 
Spies 


SHORTLY AFTER HIS EXECUTION 


A Doctor, Who Was Present at the Hous® 
Where the Anarchist’s Body Lay, 
Denies the Kumor. 


CuicaGo, November 22.—The story circu- 
lated that efforts were made_ to resuscitate the 
body of August Spies, after his execution, is 
positively denied by Dr. George Thilo, who ex 
amined the body after it was delivered to 
Spies’s friends and pronounced life to be total- 
ly extinct... Dr. Thilo says: 

“When the body was first brought to Muel- 
ler’s undertaking. establishment, some people 
present thought they perecived an unusual 
warmth in the corpse, and I was sent for. I 
made a careful examination of the renfhins 
and was soon convineed that death had inter- 
vened,and that any attempt by revivification by 
galvanic battery, or any other means, would 
be useless, and Iso informed the gentlemen 
present. There was no attempt, whatever, to 
restore life. ; 
proves nothing, as it takes six 
or seven  honrsfor the natural heat to 
leave it, especially when death is violent 
and sudden. When I first saw the body rigor 
mortis had already set in, aud had strffened 
the neck and jaw. There is but one case known 
to medical science where a man judicially 
hung has been resuscitated. That case oc- 
curred in Austria a few years ago, when a man 
was hung for fifteen minutes, and five minutes 
later batteries were applied and at last the 
subject revived, but in a state of wild delirium. 
From this he never recovered, and in twenty- 
four hours he died. In Spies’s case 1t was 
three hours before the body was brought to the 
undertaker’s. He was dead beyond any hope 
of resuscitation.’’ ask 

THE SECEDING KNIGHTS, 


Meetings of the “‘Kickers’’—-The Movement 
Against Powderly. 

CuicsGo, November 22.—The socalled 
“knightly kickers” held their first local meet- 
ing last night, with an attendance of about 
fifty regularly-elected delegates present from 
five local assembles, and self-constituted re 
resentatives from twenty more. Charles Seib, 
secretary of. the provisional committee ap- 
pointed by thirty-five seceding delegates of the 
Minneapolis general convention of the Knights 
of Labor, officiated as chairman, and explained 
the object of the meeting. There were sev- 
eral present who were not in accord with the 
movement, and they were utterly impervious 
to all insinuations that Spies were not wanted. 
In a speech, Joseph R. Buchanan; “head 
kicker,” declared that the time had 
come when honest Knights of Labor must, for 
the time at least, renounce all allegiance with 
the corrupt ring that now controls the great 
and noble order. Hestated that it had been 
found impossible to maintain an effective 
fight, from the inside, and that the only course 
left, was todeclare open revolt against the 
powers that be. ‘After the usual number of 
speeches, a committee of five was appointed 
to draft a letter to all lecal assemblies in 
Cook county, calling wpon them to elect three 
delegates to the convention to be held on the 
first Wednesday in December. The locals 
will be asked to withhold from the general 
treasury all assessments due from this time 
on, the scheme being to ‘‘freeze out’’ General 
Master Workman Powderly. 

‘Conventions similar to the one called in 
Chicago,’’ explained Charles Seib, will be 
held all over the United States. We shall 
obtain control of the Knights of Labor in all 
large cities, inside of three months. As soon 
as possible, a national convention will be 
ealled and a regular organization perfected.”’

The new scale has 
been carefully revised and fixed prices for wages by 
the ton and day has been so arranged that every 
workman in stécl will, outside of commen laborers, 
be provided for. An increase, amounting to about 
ten per cent all around, will be asked for, exce)t on 
a few points, on which it will be considerably more. 
The new seale calls for work to be paid for by the 
hour or day, which is a movement toward doing 
away with the contract system more than the one 
job system.

THE BURNING FOREST. 


A“Heavy Pall of Smoke Hanging Over 
Memphis. 

Mempnis, Tenn., November 22.—The sun 

hung in the skies like a ball of fire all day and 

times was aimost obscured by the dense

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It is the same story that has been told for the 
past week of the forest tires, which continued 
to rage with unabated fury. 

‘-Sam Tate, Jr., who arrived this afternoon 
from Birmingham, Alabama, via the Kansas 
City, Memphis and Birmingham railroad, re- 
ports fires all along the reute between Mem- 
phis and Birmingham. They have been par- 
ticularly destructive in the ncighborheod of 
Kerrville, Tennessee, on line of the Chesa- 
peake, Ohio and Southwestern railroad, where 
many miles of fences have been destroyed. 

A special to the Evening Scimitar, from 
Brownsville, Tennessee, says that forest fires 
in Hatichi Bottoms are very alarming,.and the 
scarcity of water makes its almost impossible 
to*put them out. The lagoon bottoms is 
alsoon fire. All local packets are twenty- 
four to seventy-two hours behind time owing 
to the dense smoke which prevents them from 
running at night. The weather is cloudy, but 
there are no immediate prospects for rain.

BERLIN, November 22.—The North German 
Gazette, Prince Bismarck’s organ, says the 
interview between the czar and Prince Bis- 
marck Friday last, was of a friendly and very 
comprehensive character. The czar complained 
of the policy of Germany, especially her poli- 
cy toward Bulgaria, which he said, was direct- 
ed against Russia; as letters received at the 
Russian foreign oftice showed that Prince Bis- 
marck indicated that Germany always regard- 
ed Bulgaria as lying within the sphere of Rus- 
sian interest and acted in this spirit wherever 
no strietly oe interests were involved. 
He expressed a desire to see the letters the 
czar had mentioned. He then formulated at 
length Germany’s complaints against Russia. 
The czar was: attentive, and promiséd on his 
return fo St. Petersburg to better inform him- 
self ong he questions on which these complaints 
wers founded and to arrive at decisions ac- 
cordingly, 


The Train Dispatcher’s Fault. 

Vienna, Ill., November 22.—An inquest 
was held here yesterday over the dead bodies 
ofthe four men killed in collision of Cairo, 
Vincennes and Chieago near here Sunday. 
A verdict of criminal negligence against the 
train dispatcher was rendered. Hundreds of 
people visited the scene of the wreck yester- 
day. The bodies of the men were torn to 
pieces and scattered around under the cars. 
As much of their remains as could be found 
was put into coffins and sent to their respec- 
tive homes.

I guess the court records 
will show you all you want to know.”

Mr. Robinson was once manager of THE 
CONSTITUTION job department. He was ex- 
tremely shrewd, and spent much of his timein 
the Phelan cotton exchange. He seemed to 
have a fine view into the future fluctuations 
of the market, and bought and sold grain, cot- 
ton and meat deliveries. His ventures gener- 
ally proved successful. At the exchange he 
was thrown in contact with Mr. P. Dodd, 
the defendant in the suit. One day in 
May of the year the due bill was given 


Mr. Robinson and Mr. Dedd were in the ex- 
change. Wheat was going up and down. 


The gentlemen disagreed as to the final result 
of the change, and one bought while the 
other sold, the transaction being between the 
two. The transaction resulted in Mr. Dodd 
owing Mr. Robinson $193,50, and for the 
money Mr. Dodd gave Mr. Robinson his due 
bill. Some time after receiving the due bill, 
Mr. Robinson was taken ill, and sent for an 
attorney, whom he asked to draw his will. 
While the paper was being drawn, Mr. Robin- 
son remarked : 

“T want to give my sister something, but I 
don’t want to encumber my will with it. Can’t 
I just give my wife what I want my sister to 
have?” 

“Of course,’”’ answered the attorney. 

‘Then,’’ said Mr. Robinson, calling his wife 
to him, ‘I want you to give sister this money, 
and I want you to collect this due bill and pay 
her that money, too.’’ 

Soon after this Mr. Robinson died, and after 
his death the due bil) was sent to Mr. Dodd. 
The well known wholesale grocer examined 
the note when it was presented, and, it is said, 
promised a liquidation at a future day. Later 
the note was presented, and Mr. Dodd aston- 
ished the party by saying: 

“That isa gambling debt ahd I won’t pay it.” 

This fact was reported to Mrs. Robinson. 
Believing that the debt could be collected, 
Mrs. Robinson called upon Mr. Walter Brown 


and, placing the matter in his hands, 
instructed him to collect it. Mr. 
Brown notified Mr. Dodd that he 
held the due bill. Mr. Dodd called at Mr. 


Brown’s ofiice and held a conference with the 
attorney, who, after asking for payment, 
threatened suit. Mr. Dedd expressed a desire 
toavoid a suit, and finally informed Mr, 
Brown that he would give him $50 for the due 
bill, and call the entire matterconecluded, Mr. 
Brown asked.for time, and laid the propesi- 
tion before Mrs. Rebinson. That lady, how- 
ever, thought if Mr. Dedd could pay $50 of 
the debt he could pay it all, and declined to 
accept the money. Mr. Brown, then, as the 
lady’s atterney, brought the suit.

» Several printed copies of the registration 
fin the six wards in the city were freely cir- 
‘@ulated yesterday and a large number of 
errors have been discovered. If reports are 
@rue, the work has been very imperfectly 
‘Gone. 
will meet the county commissioners today, 
gt ten o'clock at the courthouse, to consider 
the matter. 

The registration act, passed in 1882, 
makes it incumbent upon the board of 
county commissioners to verify these regis- 
tration lists. It is their duty to make this 
verification complete, and if they fail they 
will be derelict in that duty. Every man 
‘who is entitled to vote, should be permitted 
to do so, and if there is any mistake of 
registration made by the _ registrars 
or their clerks, it should be cor- 
gected. -The law is plain and explicit, 
and any attempt to defeat its provisions will 
meet with the stern disapproval of the good 
eitizens of this county.

Postal Matters. 

When the government reduced the post- 
age rate on letters from three to two cents, 
about two years ago, it did so knowing that 
the revenue from that source would be dim- 
inished to such an extent as to no longer 
allow it to be a source of profit to the gov- 
ernment. 

Our postal service, unlike that of other 
countries, has never been operated as a 
means of obtaining revenue, but has always 
been so conducted as to allow its facilities 
to come as near as possible within the reach 
of all, without the levy of extra revenue 
tax from those who use it. When, two 
years ago, congress saw that the proceeds 
from the service were considerably in excess 
of the expense necessary to maintain it, a 
reduction of one-third was made, and the 
two-cent stamp took the place of the old- 
time three. 

At once the result of the reduction was 
felt, and the immediate increase in the use 
of stamps made it at once apparent that the 
decrease in revenue would be by no means 
reduced in proportion tothe change of rates. 
Should the department continue its increase 
in business, it will only be a few years be- 
fore the present rate will yield a handsome 
net revenue to the government. 

When the department more than pays its 
own expenses at the existing rates, another 
move toward lower rates will be in order. 
If increase in business results from a reduc- 
tion fromthree to two cents, and the reve- 
nue of the department is not diminished, it 
is reasonable to presume that a proportion- 
ate decrease in the present rates would be 
followed by like results, 

But such a reduction in rates would at 
first result in a great decrease in postal re- 
ceipts. Unlike the last change, which was 
a third less than existing rates, the same re- 
duction now would be half; but such a re- 
vision will not be seriously considered until 
a surplus is returned from the sale of stamps 
at the present rates, as it would be a de- 
cidedly more radical change, immediately 
resulting in increased business and decreased 
revenue. ‘This, however, would soon adjust 
itself, and it is more than probable that at a 
one-cent stamp rate the department would 
eventually become self-sustaining. 

One cent is as low as letter rates will ever 
go, and this is but a question ofime. After 
this, improvements must follow in the shape 
of nominal rates for packages and articles of 
merchandise by mail, Our postal depart- 
ment is rapidly reaching perfection, and is 
now wonderfully systematic and thorough 
in its operation. It needs but few moreim- 
provements, then we must have the govern- 
ment postal telegraph.

In the neighborhood of Western North Caro- 
lina mountains dwell a peculiar community, but 
little affected aa yet by civilization, Separated from 
the outer world by a rovgh country,*with roads 
almost impassable, they live alone, rarely, if ever,

_ jure Her Credit, and How the 
Prohibitionists Reply to It. 
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Is there any parallel to the persistency with 
which the afitis ran down Atlanta, decry her 
trade, depreciate her real estate, attack her 
credit and injure her reputation. 

Below we tabulate the facts, and ask every 
voter in Atlanta toread them, no matter Low 
he will vote, Read the record carefully and 
then decide if you can, put the affairs of At- 
lanta in the hands of men who cry down her 
business and her reputation. Read it through, 
it will not take long, but it will be long before 
Atlanta recovers from the effects of their as- 
saults; 

As to Atlanta’s Population. 

The antis claim that Atlanta’s population bad de- 
creased, and rested their charge on the tax assessor's 
books, which show 3,814 street tax payers in 1885 
against $3,600 in 1887, and charged that there Was 
a decrerse of 214 in street tax payers. 

They knew that this was not the full returns, and 
that the full returns showed an increase. The tax 
collector’s books show street tax payers for 1885 to be 
7,994, for 1887 to be 12,064—an increare of 4,070 
street tax payers, instead of a decrease of 214. 

This was an attempt to misicad as to Atlanta's 
population. It was charged from the partial records 
that there was a decrease of 214 voters, when the 
full records showed an increase of 4,070. Go to 
your tax collector’s books and he will give you the 
facts, 

As to Litigation in Atlanta. 

They claim that litigation had increased in 
Atlanta as follows: 

First: An increase of 107 distress warrants, when 
the records of the justice courts showed a decrease 
of 99 in ten months, 

The justice court record showed a decrease of 
2,595 in civil cases and 431 in criminal cases. 

The records of the recorde:’s court showed a large 
proportional decrease, and the criminal dockets of 
the city couit a similar decrease. 

As to Failures in Atlanta. 

The claim that Atlanta’s commercial credit 
has suffered under prohibition, by showing that in 

etober, 1887, there was &97,000 in failures, 
against #14,000 in October, 1885. The implica- 
tion of this was that there were five times as much 
failures in Atlanta now as in 1885, and her mer- 
chants less worthy of credit. 

The following is the record taken from the bcoks 
of the commercial agency, and are vouched as 
correct: From October 1, 1884, to October 1, 1885, 
number of failures, 45; amount, $541,000. Irom 
October 1, 1885, to October 1, 1886, number of fatl- 
ures, 47; amount, $329,000. From October 1, 
1886, to October 1, 1887, number of failures, 39; 
amount, $301,000. 

This shows that the failures in Atlanta, instead of 
increasing in proportion, have decreased nearly one- 
half for 1887, as against 1885. 

As to Atlanta’s Preachers. 

Tkey claimed that Bishop Wayman said 
that preachers should not take a@ part in the pro- 
hibition campaign; that Dr. Tucker was an anti- 
prohibitionist; that Dr. Hornady would speak 
against prohibition; that Dr. McDonald bad re- 
fused to speak for prohibition after being advertised 
and without having agreed to do so, and that Mr.

but, as he says, he considers that the question has 
been amply discussed, and that he is for prohi- 
bition, 

Mr. Burrett, over h's own name, denies that he 
refused to read a prohibition notice, but asserts 
that he did read it to his congregation. 

As to Buildings in Atlanta, 

The antis asserted that Mr. Gould was build- 
ing the only brick siore built in Atlanta since pro 
hibition, 

We showed that there were eleven brick stores 


built since prohibition, on the very street 
on which Mr, Gould is building, and 
that one gentleman, Mr. S. M. Inman, 


had built eight brick stores on another street since 
prohibition. 

They claimed that there was not a house to cost 
over $2,000 now being built on Peachtree street. 


worth $8,000, $14,000 and $5,000 respectively, 
and that over $100.000 had been spent in resi- 
dences on Peachtree, besides Mr. Phelan’s $12,000 
house, commenced February 26th, 1886, or Mr. 
Donaldson’s house, or Mr. McAfee’s store, since pro- 
hibition; not including $100,000 spent in finish- 
ing residences that were started before prohibition. 
There are but six vacant lots onPeachtree to the city 
limiis, only two of which could be bought, . 
As to Real Estate. 

The antis asserted that there was very Httle real 
estate being sold. 

Every réal estate agent in Atlanta offers his books 
as testimony that he has sold more real estate this 
year than in 1885. Cokmsl Adair’s sales exceed 
those of 1885 by 356,000. He declares that his 
books will show that every dollar of this was At- 
lanta real estate, and that his sales this year are 
nearly half a million larger than in 1885, 

They charged that property was selling under the 
assessment, and produced four instances of snap 
trades as proof. 

In yesterday ’s CONSTITUTION we printed the yen- b 
dorand vendee assessment and prices paid for 
twenty pieces of property sold within the last year 
in various parts of the city. The assessment on 
this property was $151,700, the price paid was 
#236,650, showing that these twenty pieces of 
property selected at random, brought fifty per cent 
more than the assessment. 

As to Marshal Sales. 

When the November marshal sales appeared in 
THE CONSTITUTION the antis said, “see. what pro- 
hibition has done.”

Atlanta could 
ill afford to lose such men, and the profession, 
in fitting terms, acknowledged its almost ir- 
reparable loss.

In connection with Dr. Armstrong’s illness, 
it is said that while there was some typhoid 
fever in the family before, the germs of the 
disease were greatly increased by an excava- 
tion made for a new house on the corner of 
Jones and Washington streets, in his immedi- 
ate neighborhood, The people in that part of 
the city believe that the funusual amount of 
sickness in the Armstrong family is due to the 
presence of that excavation. 


Typhoid fever has been altogether too com- 
mon in Atlanta for the past few months. 

A city twelve hundred feet above the sea, 
with mountain breezes from two points of the 
compass, with pure water, and excellent 
natural drainage, ought not to have any cases 
of typhoid fever, where the same originates 
here. The board of health should see to it 
that the causes which produce this dreadful 
and too often fatal disease should be re- 
moved.

Jt Must Be Done In the State —DPefinition of

The supreme court, yesterday morning, ren- 
dered a number of decisions. 

Messrs. Hammond, Hall & Co. sued J.C. A, 
Wilcher, of Glascock county, on an iron-clad 
note given for a commercial fertilizer called 
the Farmer's Ammoniated Dissolved Bone. 
The defendant claimed that the sacks were 
not branded or tagged. The plaintiff claimed 
that the fertilizer was inspected in bulk at 
their factory in South Carolina by an inspector 
of Georgia, in accordance with the rule of 
1854 and 1885, prescribed by the commissioner 
of agriculture, permitting the inspection of 
fertilizers in bulk outside of the state. 

The mry found for the defendant, The 

Jaintifi sued out a certiorari which was over- 
ruled by the superior court, and from this de- 
cision the case was appealed to the supreme 

urt. . 2 
The court held, in affirming the decision of 
the court below: : a 

First. The official duty of inspecting fertili- 
gers provided for by the laws of this State can- 
not be perfermed beyond the limits of the 
stale. 

Second. The commissioner of agriculture has 
no power to authorize extra-territorial inspec- 
tion or to dispense with inter-territorial inspec- 
tion.

The plaintiff avers that the train was run- 
ning ata greater speed than five miles per 
hour and that the curve was neglected, ind in 
consequence of this the accident occurred. The 
jury returned a verdictin favorof the plantiff 
for $12,000. The road, through counsel, filed 
@ bill of exceptions and the plaintiff filed a 
bill of cross exceptions. The court held that 
the case was sulbniitted to the jury onthe wrong 
theory. The train and the employes belonged 
to the Port Royal railroad. 
Knoxville were only bound to have a reasona- 
ble good and safe track, If the injury was oc- 
casioned solely by the defective truck of the 
cars of the Port Royal railroad, then the Au- 
gusia and Knoxville is not liable; if caused 
Bolely by the defect in the track of the Augusta 
and Knoxville railroad, then that road is liable ; 
if jointly by the defective truck and defective 
track, then Loth are proportionately lable. 
Judgment reversed in both cases. This case 
has been before the supreme court once before, 
and a new trial was granted.

It has been the fixed policy and the unceas- 
ing endeavor of the prohibition committee to 
detect and defeat frauds inthe registration of 
voters, and to have all mere clerical or honest 
errors corrected.

Failing to 
get the lists published in the newspapers, the 
prohibition committee went forward and had 
the lists printed, and hundreds of copies cir- 
culated in the wards. They have, bya com- 
petent corps of clerks, been diligently engaged 
in hunting out fraudulent and iHegal registra- 
tion, and the amount ofit is startling. Does 
Fulton founty belong to its own people, se- 
lected and authorized by law to speak for her 
through their ballots, or shall the voice of her 
legal voters be obstructed by imported or ficti- 
tions persons or repeaters ? 

These frauds should not and must not get the 
registration in such confusion as to prevent 
successful challenges. 

This game will not work. The prohibition 
committee has the clear proof of these frauds, 
and are prepared to protect the ballot against 
them. The prohibitionists will carry the elec- 
tion in spite of illegal registration by a decis- 
ive majority, but public interest demands that 
no illegal yote be cast unchallenged.

By One of the Organs of the Prohibition

Even though he was the head of the 
government that was fighting toforge shackles on 
every one of us, yet I honor his high character, 
purity of life and great learning. [Cheers.] I am 
not ashamed to have given three cheers for Jeff 
Davis. Heisa democrat and I am a republican, 
but when he says he is in favor of giving W. A. 
Pledger all his righss, then Bill Pledger will hold 
out his band and nurse and protect this grand old 
man in his declining years,” [Vociferous applause. ]

Tonight my compa- 
ny will be paid off, and if you were to watch 
you would see a dozen of those young ladies 
that you saw in the drum corps up stairs just 
now, going up tothe posiotiice to get money 
orders which they will forward to their fami- 
lies, They are industrious, virtuous and hon- 
orable women as a rule that travel in choruses 
of first-class companies.’’
